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STATISTICAL REPORT. 


PARENTS AND GUARDIANS : 


The Board of Education herewith present for your con- 
sideration their report for the coe year ending March 1, 


1893: 

There have been some obstacles to perfect school work, 
yet we feel that the year just closed has been a_ successful 
one. The one great impediment to our progress at the. 
present time, is lack of room for our primary grades. We 
brought this fact before you last year, and by again repeating 
this year, it shows that the evil still exists. Extra seats havé 
been bought and placed in the rooms. Every available 
space has been occupied, yet there are pupils still sitting up- 
on the platform. By thus overcrowding the primary rooms 
we are doing wrong, hygienically, for the health of our pupils 
should be our first care, and how can we conserve health by 
allowing but one half the quantity of air-space that each pu- 
pil demands? We have attempted to counteract this injury 
by frequent recesses, and by allowing the C classes to be 
dismissed to their homes at eleven o’clock in the forenoon, 
and three in the afternoon, thus lessening the amount of car- 
bonic acid in the school room. 

The injurious effects of confining children day after day 
in these unhealthful rooms may not be apparent at the time ; 
but no one believes that poisoned air can be inhaled daily 
for any considerable period, especially by children, without 
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entailing more or less disastrous consequences. Acute 
disease does not always attend, but headache, indigestion, 
loss of appetite, nervousness, impaired constitutions, puny 
bodies, and weakened intellects are results of this too often 
unrecognized cause. Citizens of Hinsdale, you are soon to 
vote yea or nay on a question of public health, and for the 
honor of your’community, we trust that your votes will be 
tecorded in the affirmative. 
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WHOLE NUMBER OF SCHOLARS AND NON-ATTENDANCE. 

The whole number of scholars of the town not less than 
five years of age who have attended school not less thah two - 
weeks during the year, is, as compiled from the school regis- 
ters, 451. 

The Selectmen in the month of April, 1892, reported 
their enumeration of the children of the town, between the 
ages of five and fifteen years, to be 391—Boys, 182; girls, 
209. 

We also report the number of children between the ages 
of five and fifteen years who have Nor attended school the 
required number of weeks as 22. Boys, 14; girls, 8.

A statement of the various sums expended for the library 
is to be found also in the report of the Selectmen, but it is 
thought best to repeat them in detail that voters may know 
just how the funds have been expended. It is proper to 
state also that a large proportion of the balance reported as 
unexpended will be used to pay for books previously ordered, 
of which bills had not been received at the time of closing 
this report. 

There has been the usual interest manifested in the 
library the past year, and about the customary number of 
volumes in circulation. The librarian reports the largest 
number of books drawn in any one month to have been in 
January, the smallest number in July. The largest number in 
any single Saturday 185, the least number 11o. On Wednes- 
days the largest number 80, the least 25. We are not ac- 
counted a reading community, but 185 books taken from the 
library in a single Saturday makesa good showing by the 
side of a statement of a local newspaper in a border town of 
8,000 inhabitants, when ‘‘tg1 volumes were issued from the 
free library on Saturday, Feb. 25th, 1893, the largest number 
in any one Saturday since April 4th, 1891.” About 160 
volumes, if we include the bound magazines, have been add- 
ed to the library the past year. The selections have been 
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made to conform so far as possible with the wishes and 
tastes of patrons, but the committee has reserved the right to 
decline to put upon the shelves the “dime novel” and “de- 
tective story” style of literature with which the’ country is 
flooded, and think that all good citizens will approve of such 
action. 

Through the thoughtfulness of G. S. Howe, one of our 
representatives, the library has received from the State au- 
thorities a valuable addition in the shape of Prof. Hitchccck’s 
“Geology of New Hampshire,” 3 large volumes, valued at 
$30.00—a welcome contribution. Attention is called to 
the fact that from 75 to 100 volumes of books most called 
for by readers, are so worn out by constant usage that it will 
be necessary to get duplicates of many of them immediately 
and rebind the remainder. Books constantly used, week 
after week, though handled with a reasonable degree of’ care, 
soon wear out and must be replaced. 

The suggestion has frequently been made that a reading 
room in connection with the library would much enhance the 
practical value of the latter. Though it is hardly to be ex- 
pected that the town would at present be willing to assume 
the expense of fitting up an additional room for such purpose, 
yet the committee would suggest that a large office table and 
chairs might be so arranged in the library room itself that 
those persons who desire to look up any particular author or 
consult books of reference could do so with more ease and 
comfort than at present.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING REPORT: 


We have had reported to us the past year six cases of 
scarlet fever, all mild cases, no cases of diphtheria, no cases 
of typhoid fever; and we have had some cases of nuisance to 
attend to, which have been looked after and abated. The 
State Board of Health urge upon the inhabitants to be very 
particular and look after the home surroundings, for they think 
we are very liable to have the cholera make us a call next 
summer, and think everybody should use all the precaution 
possible to guard against it; and we would recommend to 
all to use a disinfectant of some kind, often. Chloride of 
lime isas good and cheap as anything, if people don’t mind 
the fumes for a day or two; and we would recommend all to 
keep privies and sink drains well supplied with the lime, or 
some other disinfectant, to insure against cholera, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and other diseases that may arise 
from bad air, or bad water.

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walks sanded when they are icy, or act in any manner there- 
on. 


ArT. 8.—To see if the town will vote to lay a sewer pipe 
from near John Donovan’s, on High street, to connect with 
the main sewer on Main street, near the High School building, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same, or act in any 
manner thereon. 


ArT. 9.—To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money not to exceed one thousand 
dollars, to make concrete sidewalks in said town, or act in 
any manner thereon. 


ArT. 10.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum of money to lay iron pipe for fire 
purposes from the upper end of fire pipe near G. A. Robert- 
son & Co.’s mill, toa point near L. A. Parks’s shop, or act in 
any manner thereon.
